UGO AL.FVEN, Swedish composer, says that 


"reading Selma Lagerlof is like sitting in 
this, dusk oC a Spanish cathedral—afterward 
one does not know -whether what he has 


seen was dream or reality—but"'certainly he has been 
on holy ground." 


That statement was not made In reference to the 


distinguished author's latest work, "The Emperor of 
Portugallia," but it might well have been. 
For such 


is the impression one has after closing that volume, 
which has just now been offered to the English read- 
ing public through the translation of Velma Swanston 
Howard. 


"The Emperor of PorUgallia" is a typical Lagerlof 


creation. 
By many critics it is regarded as the best 


thing which the Swedish woman winner of the Nobel 
prize for literature has yet achieved—belter even than 
"Jerusalem," the work which won for her such signal 
distinction. 


However one may decide on the relative merits of 


the works, this is a noteworthy one. It is a mystical 
weaving of truth and fancy into a tale of heart- 


' stir-ing appeal. 
It is a tale oC the quaint people of 


Southern VermlanO. a happy, easy-going, simple folk, 
taken bodily from their huts and farm lands and 
set in the fabric of this story. . So faithfully, so rcalis-j 
tically are they woven into the story, that they must j 
inevitably reach every man. and woman who pauses} 
to. read of them,

"The Emperor of Portugallia" is a whimsical story, j 


in sections. 
Elsewhere in Its course it is pathetically 


serious. 
Reduced to its prime factors it is a tale of 


paternal love and devotion which ends not with the 
passing" of "the Emperor," but rather rise from his 
coffin as a, spirit of purifying benediction, which "at 
the grave of her parents, (makes) Glory Goldie Sun- 
nycastle, who had been named by the sun itself, shin- 
ing like one transfigured." 


Glory Goldle Sunnycastle is the pivotal character in 


the story. 
Her birth .is responsible for the "beating 


' heart" which awakens in the breast of her father, 
Jan of Ruffluck Croft, Jan, "who never tired of tell- 
ing about the day when his Little girl came into the 
world. 
Slie is the soul and life of her father during 


her childhood and adolescence. 
She is the substance 


of all his dreams after she grows to young woman- 
hood and goes away to Stockholm, to earn money 
enough to buy. her paternal home for her father and 
mother, who find themselves involved in debt. 


She is the "empress" of his fictitious "Portugallia," 


the country in whose borders his wavering intellect 
wanders during those long years when no word comes 
from Glory Goldle. 


Important as Glory Goldie Is to the story, she is 


secondary in interest and appeal to Jan himself—sim- 
ple, adoring, ignorant. 
The first paragraph in the 


book challenges affection for the man. His almost 
idolizing devotion to his little girl, his solicitude lest 
her mother fail to give her proper care, his eagerness 
to ward all harm from her way, make the reader love 
him all the while lie may be smiling a}; his folly. 


The naming of the baby girl is an Important task 


for the parents, who spent a. whole morning over their 
work, without result. They finally determine to adopt 
her mother's plan, to "take the child and go stand on 
the stoop with her.- Then you can ask the first female 
that happens along what her name Is, and the name 
she names we must .give to the girl, be it ugly or 
pretty." 


Jan takes station on the stoop, and after hours, of

Glory Goldie had a red satin dresa given to her. 


Her wearing of such a gorgeous costume caused taJk 
among the peasants. 
The dean of the church took" 


her to task for so dressing. 


"For the same reason (don't appear what you are 


not) you should not dress us though you were a lady 
of .quality, when you are only the daughter of a poor 
crofter. 
Parents, can't you comprehend that if you 


allow your daughter to tirray herself once or twice 
in t h is fash ion she will never agai n wa n t to put on 
the kind of clothes you axe able to provide for her?" 


Those two bits of conversation sum up one of the 


problems of today and foreshadow. In however faint 
a degree, the ultimate fate of Glory Goldle, 


Imagination and ignorance combine to fashion Jan's 


thoughts concerning his daughter, and a chance re- 
mark about her wearing satin gowns convinces him 
in his belief that she is an empress,, who will ere long 
return to her doting parents, resplendent in all her 
royal robes and surrounded by her train. 
The chance 


gift of an ebony stick, silver tipped, and a high green 
leather cap immediately transform the old man into 
the "Emperor," for is not the father of an Kmprew< 
naturally an Emperor? 
So, with his trappings and his 


hallucinations old Jan goes about, visiting his friends, 
attending public functions, cherishing Ms secret of his 
daughter's wealth and power (which are wholly ficti- 
tious), becoming the laughing stock of the children o.' 
the village and the jest of his former friends. 


Jan Is a delightful ch:ir:irtpr—he is more than that. 


he is a lovable old se<;r. whose rtnal tribute was that 
"he had borne the richest and warmest heart in these 
regions."—H. P. Jr.

spiring answer to "why Is an old nmid," one wonders 
why there need ever have been an "apology" for them. 
That there has boen, however, is a fact for which 
discriminating readers will give thanks, for Mr. Syifl:- 
wick has been the man to make that apology. 


His OJd Muld essay is the introductory one In a 


volume of equally Interesting and illuminating essays, 
each one a gem in itself. The subjects urc all hap- 
pily removed from those at present so overworked— 
there is but one mention wC the war. 
And. for tlml, 


with other favors, the readers of Mr. Scdgn-fek ought 
to give thanks. 


The author hns dealt" with subjects no N'ss gcm-rul 


and widespread in their in (crest than the hackneyed 
ones of politics (modern) and war, but J;e hns im- 
parted to each essay a freshness, a slnctrfly and sim- 
plicity of style which makes it a work for which to t 
he thankful. 
Mr, Scdgwicl; holds very sane, healthy, 


normal views of thinys. 
There Is none of the mor- 


bidity which many modern writers seem unable to 
escape, there i8 none of the catering to unhealthy 
tastes in the matter of cuttject or in the manner of 
handling. 
Th<-re i« a "humanneKS," a directness, a 


calm which is KOU! satisfying, and whether or not one 
agrees with what Mr. Sedgwlck has to say about re- 
ligion, old age and literature, Js beside the point. 
The fact is that there is a richness of experience and 
breadth of vision, an expansion of soul In the writings 
which make for p«»ac»» and nvntiil tranquillity, «i:«t«'« 
of mind devoutly to be sought for In these days of 
troublous questioning and doubts, 


"Modern literature, compared with ancient literature, 


\K careless, slipshod, not wholly grown up; H haa little 
sense of responsibility. 
The chict duty it sets before 


Itself la to hold the mirror up to nature and reflect 
the unintelligible happenings of life, In all their con- 
fusion, their inconsistency, 
their 
Inanity. 
Ancient 


literature was dominated by u very different pur- 
pose.** Its work, the author points out, waH "to make 
up for the neglect of the gods (who !<*ft creation In- 
complete) by human achievement."

Some- of them were borrowed for the show from owners 
who have had them in their homes for a long. time. They 
shed no light whatever on the San Francisco art of 1916. 
They are interesting", of course, but they arc not new. The j 
flame remark applies to a good deal of the sculpture ex- 
hibited. 
Of course thtiro are new pictures and new statues 


in the exhibition, (but not 
c-«j many as there should be. 


There are indications that some of the Bohemian artists 
have been hard at.,work this year—Spencer Maeky, for in- 
stance. His "El Tango Argentine" Is one of the most talketl- 
oT pictures. 
It is a striking study In yellow of a Spanish 


girl who reminds you of Carmen. She has "a strange and 
faavage beauty; with each fault she unites a good point 
which cornea out more by virtue of contrast." 
The pose 


is full of nervous action. 
But, Spencer Maeky is a new- 


comer In Bohemia, 
Is It possible that the elder artists 


are growing tired? that they are not working as hard a* 


' they used to? that—horrid thought—too much club life has 


sapped their creative energy? 
"We have a promising and 


industrious crop of young artists in town, but they do not 
show at the Bohemian Club. Most of them cannot afford

where she cowered for hours with a hand "over the 
mou'ch of the Infant to prevent her crying and attract- 
ing attention.

So far, Miller has been unable to learn the ancient 


history of his treasure. Scholars in Spain nre work- 
ing on the matter.

. Paulinus, Bishop of No'la, a city of Campaiiin, Is 


credited with the first recorded application of bells 
to churches. 
They were introduced into France as 


early ns 550 and in England in the seventh century. 
St. Dunstan hung many in the tenth century, and in : 
the eleventh century they were not uncommon In 
Switzerland and Germany. 
And It is to bells, indi- 


rectly, that we owe. all the greatest towers in tho 
world.* Towers at first scarcely rose above the roofs, 
aud were used for the placing of lanterns. 


He who commanded the bell in those ancient days 


commanded the town, for, at a moment's notice, ho 
could summon all of his adherents with a few calls 
from the throat of his Inanimate charge. Also tha 
conqueror always molted the bells of the conquered, 
that, they might not uso them to gathers the peophj 
In revolt. By the same token, when invaders wera 
conquered their cannons were melted down and the 
metal made into bells, to be used as tocsins to meet 
the invasion of the next leader of conquering hordes. 


Oh, they're romantic, bells. Throughout the ages 


they havo rung over fires, over deaths, over weddings 
nnd scenes oT joy, over wars, have ushered In mas- 
sacres; they have been rung over slaughtered hordes 
nad conquered cities, their peals have announced vic- 
tories and defeats.

of Terpsichore, intent upon their devotional task 
of expressing her teachings at their best. In honor 
of their classic mother they wore, the gowns of 
ancient Greece., simple affairs, in delicate pastel 
colorings, girdled In at the waist, and falling in 
unrestrained lines to tho kneo or a little below, 
displaying bare ankles and feet of the dancers. 
Buoyant, strong, radiant with the health which 
permeates their college, home, the girls were trans- 
formed by those notes of music into poised, grace- 
ful, intent exponents of physical rhythm—the pio- 
neers in Mills College's first class in Eurythmics. 


Eurythmics! 
For no other name could do as 


much toward describing what tho new course of 
study is as tho chosen name. Xor could the course 
as given here for the first time have a name which 
could better suggest its possibilities, its long, sway- 
ing movements, its balanced figures, its naturalness 
of expression. 


L'urythmics is a namo to be interpreted literally. 


It means "good rhythms," and therein lies Us ex- 
pllcltness and power. For there is no striving after 
hidden meanings necessary In the class where it Is. 


Aesthetic dancing, musical gymnastics, physical 


and mental co-ordination expressing the rhythm of 


' jsfrsie—all these and more terms have become moro 


or less familiar to the student of today. 
From 


the olden times of "calisthenics." those bodily re- 
laxations and exercises timed to music, seems a 
ffit cry. Wo discarded that stage somewhere back 
In.-tho-dark. ages o£ present-day "culture." It waa 


too circumscribed and. too limited a field for the 
seeker after physical perfection. 


To the Interpretive-" and 
aesthetic dancing. In 


whose thrall we have been held for almost half a 
decade now, was hut a step further on in. the de- 
velopment of physical education. And the immense 
popularity of that step and tho field which It opened 
up for tho imaginative and not too^ timid person 
has been a matter of fact for lo, these many years. 
We have literally been satiated with "aesthetic danc- 
ing"—a name by which amateur entertainers with 
ail or no degree of qualification have offered them- 
selves, scantily clad and bare oC limbs to a patient 
public. 


These exhibitions, perhaps, as much as any other 


one thing, havo Impressed indelibly on tho minds 
of serious teachers tho immense need for teaching 
rhythm—rhythm of tho body.

The use of bank checks was popularized in the 


United States during the days of. v.-ildcat currency. 
When no ono could say that a bank note would not 
become worthless overnight, when every cashier hart i ^ 
to be a walking encyclopedia of good banks, and1 


broker banks, the check afforded the payee, his only 
protection. The' convenience, of this means of pay- 
ment, and the lack of an elastic currency that would 
expand nnd contract with the needs of business, 
caused the use of checks to become more and more 
general; until today they are an integral and - dis- 
tinctive feature of our national life, the monthly- 
clearings throughout the country amounting to about 
$20,000,000,000. 


If one reflects upon the consequences of an attempt 


to make the circulating medium do this work, one 
can hardly feel surprised at the announcement that 
French and German bankers are doing everything 
to establish the bank check In common use.

Issue and 
bank of deposit are defined, tho proper means of 
enforcing this responsibility are laid down, the lino 
between civil and criminal procedure is sharply 
drawn, and the entire checking system has a decree 
of solidity which cannot be Imagined by the average 
Continental. 
A European check affords the payee 


no protection against accidental loss or theft,vfor it 
reads "pay\to John Doe or bearer"; the bank retuees 
to assume the responsibility of making payment tu 
a proper holder only. Again, a Frenchman or Ger- 
man who accepts a stranger's check, or one drawn 
upon an out-of-town bank, hasi no assurance that 
the check is good, and no definite knowledge of how 
to proceed if it turns out to be t>afl.

Poorly cooked and badly rttrvt-U, prob- 
ably a live pound duck would not yield 
as much aa ono pound of edible part. 
Uightly' cooked a tood fat live pound 
dnck will yield nearly a pound of good 
fat for gravies, elegant sliu«s for chafing 
dtah uso or to servo immediately ufter 
they oro car\'ed. a slock for a first 
cra.vy. made from tho wing3. gizzard, 
and heart, und a stock for vegetable 
cooking of its rack.

Tho fat of a. youny duck will melt in 


a. dish on tho.top ot an oven. Such low 
meltillK temperature is a. sign of diges- 
tibility. Fat of beef has a high melting 
temperature, and, therefore,

cooked at a higher temperature than can 
duck. 
Under tho skin of a'fine young 


duck there is nearly it half inch of fat. 
If the duck is cooked at the right tem- 
perature, not burned but well browned, 
this is like an exquisite crackling. The 
flavored fat from the roast may bo us*d

comparable to the finest broiled chicken.

Cleaning and Trussing, 


A little lighted alcohol Is the cleanest 


fire to use for singeing poultry. Singe 
first or first pick out tho phi feathers 
and any down that nlay remain- In parts 
that will not be skinned. If there are 
little groups of pin fathers, as there 
are likely to be. and It 1* too intermina- 
ble- a Job to remove them. 1 cut a littlu 
triangle' Juet through the skin and re- 
move the section filled with them. This 
causes more of the fat to cook out than 
la economical, so the fewer of these tri- 
angles the better, but It is better to have 
many than a pin feather flavor. 


I believe in removing the "lights" 


and any other organs or tissues adher- 
ing to the backbone, and in washing 
out tho bird until the water runs clean, 
aa rapidly as possible. Water slips of£ 
tho surface and cannot penetrate it, so 
I think it does no harm there. 
Wipe 


both, outside and inside dry at once. 


To truss It I tie tho ends of the little 


drumsticks together, covering them -with 
a little piece of new unbleached cotton 
if there is a bit of down around them, 
•which it ia next to impossible to remove. 
It is well to dedicate to tho preparation 
of a duck one square of unbleached mus- 
lin, or one-fourth of one yard of this 5 
cent cloth. The piece used to wipe may 
be diroppcd In the garbage without com- 
punction. -\ little square may be used 
for the logs and another tied to a ske-wer 
may be used as a swab for tho pan to 
got oft all the brown for the gravy. If 
the wings have been removed there Is 
no need of trussing: that end of the 
frame,, since tho neck is negligible.

AMERICA'S FAMOUS HOTEL MAN- 


SHOWED SAN FRANCISCO HOW 


\,i Tribaue l-ut,!l>biu: 


AX FRANCISCO, Ui'c. 23.— 
James Woods of the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel has very warm mem- 
ories of the late George C. 
Boldt, famous as the proprie- 
tor of the Waldorf-Astoria, 
and the most notable hotel- 
keeper in the United States. 
Manager Woods had but re- 
cently returned from a visit to 
New York where he had met 
Holdt, as he always did when 


visiting the metropolis. They were very intimate 
friends. 
Woods came up at the Wa norf-Aslo i.i 


under the tutelage of Boldt, and it was through Holdt 
that he was selected to manage San l-rancisco s Brunt 
hotel" Hcnrv T. Scott, president of the St. Francis 
Hotel Company, was in New York looking for a man- 
ner 
He, too. was a warm friend of the manager of 


the Waldorf-Astoria. Boldt recommended \\ oods, 
and through that recommendation the latter came 
to San Francisco and justified the judgment of his 
superior 
Holdt started on his hotel career in 1 •iila- 


delphia 
He managed there two small hotels, tin; 


Bellevue and the Stratford. 
They were not con- 


nected and were not large, but they were so well kept 
that they became famous to travelers throughout the 
land. On the strength of his success with these un- 
pretentious hotels the Astors built the Waldorf at 
Thirlv-lliird street and Fifth avenue, on the site ot 
one of the Astor residences. It was the first of the 
great ultra-modern hotels, and Boldt was the pioneer 
in holelkeeping of the mighty kind that has now- at- 
tained such great status. There was a general shak- 
ing of heads over this proposition, but the Astors had 
faith in their man. 'The Waldorf was opened m 
1893 and it was such a success from the very outset 
that soon there was a demand for more room, and 
the Astoria was built; and the two united under the 
hyphenated name that has become famous the world 
over. The two small hotels in Philadelphia in time 
were torn down, and a single structure of vast pro- 
portions was erected, bearing the hyphenated name 
of the two with which the proprietor started, Belle- 
vue-Stratford. Herein was shown the sentimenta 
side of this eminently practical man. Boldt owned 
this'nnd the block of land on which it is situated, and 
the company which operates it. It is as successful 
as the great New York caravansary, though not as 
much heard of, perhaps, just as nothing in Phila- 
delphia is as familiar to us as almost everything in 
New York. These two hyphenated hotels made Man- 
ager Boldt a very rich man. He was reputed to be 
worth $15,000,000 at the time of his death. Manager 
Woods has most considerate words to say of the fa- 
mous New Yorker—of his comprehensive grasp ot 
great proiects, his kindliness, his generosity, his con- 
sideration for everybody and his hospitable nature 
This latter trait was without doubt the foundation of 
his great success as a hotel keeper. Manager Woods 
estimate of the deceased is in line with those of the 
several appreciations that have been published— 
that he was the greatest hotel keeper this country 
ever produced. 
Wind-Up of a Great Crash . 


It was expected by the receiver that the affairs 


of the California Safe Deposit and Trust Company 
would be wound up by the first of the year, with 
the sale of its largest asset, the bank site at the 
corner of California and Montgomery streets; but 
the final settlement will be delayed from a singular 
cause. There are some seventeen hundred deposit- 
ors whose whereabouts are unknown. They have 
small individual balances ranging from two cents to 
$100, but the aggregate amounts to a considerable 
sum. However, it is not the amount that is im- 
portant, but the.showing that must.be made thnt 
these have legally had their day in court. An action 
is necessary to do this, which will delay final settle- 
ment some months. The money received through 
the sale of the bank premises will go to the trust 
depositors, who were guaranteed under the stale 
law. 
This class of depositors will have, received 


48^3 cents on the dollar, and there may be suffi- 
cient to pay them 5 per cent more. The regular de- 
positors have received about 15 cents, or will have 
received that through the receiver in liquidation. But 
some of them have received further sums from the 
Depositors' Association. This is an organization of 
some twelve hundred of the thirteen thousand depos- 
itors which has maintained proceedings against the 
stockholders under their liability. The association 
represents deposits aggregating some $1.300,000, 
and has recovered about S100.000 through judg- 
ments and voluntary settlements. 
It has paid a 


dividend to claimants of 13 per cent, and expects 
to pay about a cent more. A large number of the 
stockholders of record are found to be judgment 
proof. Some of these have considerable blocks of 
stock set down to their credit. JMae L. Bergovin's 
liability under the Depositors' Association's pro- 
cedure amounts to 824,054.49, M. A. Murphy's to 
§15,089.10, G. W. Strohl's to Slo.SnG.S-I, Charles 
Wesley Reed's to 810.304.48, and so on, all of which 
U returned as uncollectable. There are some hun- 
dred thousand in judgments that the attorneys for 
the association arc willing to soil at ;i very small per 
cent of their face value. The depositors other than 
those concerned in trust fund who joined in the 
Depositors' Association will receive a total uf about 
29 cents on their claims. 
Mercantile Rumors 


It is way-down information that O'Connor & 5!::f- 


fati are contemplating an entirely new move in the 
dry goods business. It is the establishing of a great 
store out in the Mission district. 1 don't think the 
matter is settled yet, but enough has been done to 
justify the statement that such a move has been 
under consideration. The Mission district is almost 
as distinct as another city would be, and it is figured 
that it. would respond to a distinct class of merchan- 
dising. 
Its population is intensely loyal to its dis- 


trict. It is a class that trades immediately at home 
in preference to going into other districts. If a big 
store were located in the heart of the Mission—one 
approximating the department stores down in the 
heart of the city—it is believed it would thrive. Sucli 
plans do not mean any alteration in the old store 
down in the heart of the retail district. In speak- 
ing of department stores, no more is heard of the 
rumor of one going into the Flood building when 
the Southern Pacific offices are moved out. 
The 


building is particularly well located for that, and 


it is not fk'iired there is a large variety of other uses 
to which it can be put. The Southern Pacific offices 
will be moved in October next, and their going wi 
make a distinct difference in the activities at Powell 
and Market. Two thousand men will be taken out 
of a block, which is pretty sure to be felt in the 
neighborhood. How they are rushing things on the 
new railroad building is illustrated by the intense 
activity at Steuart and Market streets, where two 
mighty pile drivers, a riveting outfit, an excavating 
machine and a housusmilh's hoist mingle their steam 
and deafening noises. The framework of the im- 
mense building is being erected on one side of the 
site while excavating proceeds on another, and pile- 
driving in between. 
Goat Island As a Terminal 


The discussion over selling Yerba Buena Island 


for a general railway terminus and with the pro- 
ceeds purchasing a larger area for a naval base—a 
proposition, by the way, that seems improbable ot 
realization—recalls the original effort to make such 
disposal, made something over forty years ago. At 
that time the lighthouse was the only government 
institution on the island. The Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company formulated a plan to acquire it 
through government concession for a terminus for 
its transcontinental line. Things were moving fa- 
vorably in Washington and the prospects were good 
for the success of the plan, when furious opposition 
developed here. The opposition was based on the 
contention that the occupancy of the island by the 
railroad and the establishment of wharves there 
would build up a rival city. The opposition was very 
bitter 
The newspapers of the time rung all the 


charges, which, together with the action of citizens 
in mass meeting assembled and protesting telegrams 
and documents, made such a hostile showing that 
Congress was impressed and the plan fell through. 
One direct .result was the building of great ware- 
houses at Port Costa, where wheat ships were loaded, 
that being- in the wheat-raising era. The loading of 
ships would have been done at Goat Island had the 
railway terminus been established there. However, 
the wheat-raiding era is over, and most of the great 
warehouses have been dismantled; but it has come 
to be recognized that it would not have been a vio- 
lent thing at all, if Yerba Buena Island had been 
ceded for a railway terminal. It would be ideal for 
that purpose. 
City Attorneyship Again 


Three weeks ago on this page it was announced 


that the Mayor had made up his mind to appoint 
George Connolly to the vacant City Attorneyship. So 
straight had this information come and so well had 
it been generally understood that there was • some 
fear that the appointment would be made before the 
announcement of its probability would appear in 
print, and the last moment was awaited to make a 
change it' the appointment should be announced in 
time. But time has passed on and the appointment 
was not made, and now it is concluded that it will 
not be made. In fact, it is known that protests have 
been sent the Mayor in such numbers and of such 
decided import that the appointment is probably off. 
The City Attorney's office force of nine deputies 
were ranged against the appointment in a very posi- 
tive manner. The prospect was that the force would 
have been disintegrated had the appointment_ been 
made. And this is not due to any aspirations of any 
of the force to the vacancy. So far as heard from, 
none of them hankered, with the prospect of a big 
campaign for re-election. Just what will happen now 
has everybody guessing. After all the publicity with 
regard to the appointment, and the exploited attitude 
of the Mayor, it is going to be more difficult than 
ever to find a man who is at all capable and who will 
accept the appointment..: In the'meantime Percy 
Long holds the fort and draws -the salary. His res- 
ignation to date from the pleasure of the Mayor, and 
though put in three months ago, such pleasure has 
not been manifest yet. Long.was tne City Attorney 
for eleven years, all through''.the .reconstruction 
period, and has had to do with s'oine of the most im- 
portant, legal business that has .come up in the city's 
history, notably the Hetch-Hetchy.project. He seems 
to have been of the opinion that having been elected 
City Attorney he should be that officer. 
In per- 


forming in accordance with this idea he failed to 
make a hit with the Mayor, and hence there has been 
a feud between them, which grew in intensity until 
Long presented his resignation. At present, as has 
already been stated, he holds down the City Attor- 
neyship and his new and more congenial job. He is 
lending his earnest assistance to keep the office of 
City Attorney intact until his successor may relieve 
him. 
Presidency of the Senate 


The contest between two Alamecla county senators 


for the presidency of the senate has been watched 
from this side of the bay with considerable interest. 
The position would be desirable under ordinary cir- 
cumstances; but it is doubly so at this juncture, 
carrying as it will the important honors and advant- 
ages of the lieutenant-governorship. It is an un- 
usual thing, however, for the sole contestants for 
such a vacancy to come from the same town. The 
concensus is tt"i', Breed has rather the call on the 
situation. It appears that Tyrrell assumed the can- 
didacy of the organized labor forces, and expected 
to get the San Francisco delegation solid; but the 
latest indications are that the delegation lias split, 
and that Breed stands to get half of it at least. T 
have the information that Breed is the administra- 
tion choice, though extreme care is taken not to make 
it apparent that the Governor is taking a hand. On 
form alone, those who come nearest to qualifying as 
political experts accord Breed the victory, although 
Tyrrell has developed considerable strength. The 
successful contestant will gain political prominence 
that will bo of distinct value if he has future aspira- 
tions. The attainment of the Lieutenant-Governor- 
ship under the circumstances will he a definite step 
toward higher preferment', besides affording oppor- 
tunities of leadership. 
A California Industry 


A few days ago the United States government 


placed orders for fifty-four aeroplanes, stipulating 
that fifty-three of them should be equipped with 
Hall-Scott motors. This to the general reader may 
be no more than a casual piece of news, but to the 
California!) concerned in what is going on at home 
it is bound to lake on interest when it is explained 
that the Hall-Scott aeroplane engine is a distinct 


California production, not only manufactured by 
Californians, but the invention of one; that it has 
won its way around the world as a motor for air- 
ships, and that its manufacture has become <an estab- 
lished and very important industry here. An aero- 
plane engine is a machine calling for unusual quali- 
ties. It must have the fine mechanism of a watch, 
plus the power of a locomotive. Out at the shops and

The Scott boys of- 
fered the opportunity, adding some ideas of their 
own to the firm's knowledge, besides a general me- 
chanical aptitude, out of all of which was evolved the 
important principles upon which the Hall-Scott en- 
gines are based. Beginning with the beginnings of 
aviation as a serious business these young men have 
kept pace until their product has been practical!}' 
adopted by the government and recognized the world 
over. These engines are made in elaborately equip- 
ped shops, capable of turning out any class of work. 
The Scott brothers are sons of George W. Scott, 
capitalist, a director of the Crocker National and 
other banks, and for many years prominent in the 
lumber trade as a member of the firm of Scott & Van 
Arsdale. The shops are located at West Berkeley, 
but the main office is located in this city. 
The Mint Scare 


The public was considerably surprised at the pros- 


pect of closing the mint, just at a time when the gen- 
eral understanding is that there is unusually good 
reasons why it should be kept open. The mint em- 
ployees were not a little perturbed because.of the 
civil service possibilities I hat might ensue. There 
would have been an entirely new shuffle, with a 
chance to lose a number of employees and attaches 
who have held from former administrations into this, 
and afford provision for others who are always 
clamoring. While the dire prospect is happily past 
now, through the action of Congress in making 
temporary provision for the continuation of work 
until Congress shall be able to make permanent pro- 
vision, it has been disclosed how slipshod affairs have 
been managed. It would have been humiliating had 
the government been forced to shut down on coinage. 
The entire lack of foresight has been too apparent. 
The civil sendee employees are relieved that the 
excuse to "clean out" the mint will not exist. When 
they remember how ruthlessly the custom house was 
cleaned out when the jobs were desired, they can 
rest under no illusion as to how they would have 
fared.

Grandmothers in Demand 


There has developed a great demand for grand- 


mothers in this city. Effects of the dancing craze, 
which reached astonishing proportion about .three 
years ago, has just recently touched "Grandma" and 
there can be no doubt that she is surprised, if not 
-overly pleased, at her new popularity. 'Tis strange 
how a simple-appearing social custom will produce 
such varied and perplexing results, sometimes ex- 
erting a noticeable sociologic influence. But as to 
the grandmothers! The new use for them is to 
watch over the kiddies while mother goes to the 
dance. 
When the tango and the foxtrot first be- 


gan to wield their subtle charm the young mother 
was at a disadvantage if she wished to enjoy the 
latest variations of lerpsichorean graces. The "The 
Dansant" (afternoon) came at the hour when the 
children were either heavy-eyed and had to be 
guarded through their afternoon nap, or wanted to 
be taken to the* movies, or had to be given some 
other attention. Then the children had to be put to 
bed for the night. So it followed that the mother 
so unfortunate as to have a family of small children 
suffered the hardship of absence from the dance. 
The. same condition prevailed to interfere with the 
ambition to attend the after-dinner Odance (danced 
while the meal is in progress, hefween bites). 
Of course we refer to the generality of danc- 
. ing mothers; the more wealthy can afford a nurse, ' 
but. nearly everybody dances. 
Finally the young 


mother discovered a new and great glory in "Grand- 
ma." 
As one with whom safely to. entrust the chil- 


dren, afternoon and evening, she could not be sur- 
passed. So Grandmother was called; it made no dif- 
ference if incidentally she was a mother-in-law. 
Grandmother answered, and became a loving guard- 
ian of daughter's children, as grandmothers are 
often inclined to do. Now the young-matron can 
go to the dansants. She revels in her freedom from 
childish hands. 
Because there is not so much said 


about new steps and famous dancing masters, it 
should not be taken that dancing is on the decline. 
There never was so much dancing before. The big 
hotels devote large halls to the public accommo- 
dation of those who "dine out" to dance, and the 
cafes are as crowded as ever. As a result many 
houses are vacant, grandmothers having moved to 
her grandchildren's home; or else they are away 
from homo so much that, their mail is sent to the 
grandchildren's address. • 
The Dancing Vogue Still On 


Any idea that the dancing mania had subsided is 


erroneous. 
It has persisted in its virulent form for 


more than three years, which is longer than any fad 
was ever before known to endure: but it shows no 
sign of abating. It is a singular intensification of a 
pastime old as the ages. 
When .the ice-skating 


craze came along it was supposed that it would sub- 
side. But it is not proving that way. On the other 
hand, ice skating has fallen off perceptibly right in 
the season when it should flourish, if seasons were 
taken account of here as they are in other parts of 
the country where they are more marked. This is 
not an ice country and sports in which the congealed 
element figures may flash, but they are not so likely 
to settle down in a steady thing. On Mondays so- 
ciety disports at the Techau rink, hiring the premises 
for'§350 and closing it to the general public; but

Low Temperature Reported 


There are rumors that the relations between the 


Governor and Harbor Commissioner Dwyer are not 
as placid as they once were. This does not mean 
that there is a near rupture, but that the perfect 
accord that existed when they were hunting ocwopn 
together early in the game is now stale, it not 
strained: In those days, the Governor, Dwyer, 
Heney and Matt Sullivan formed a quartet.

Dwyer has become 
lukewarm and now it is a duet—that is to say, it is 
no longer a full-voiced trio. Dwyer is a positive 
man, not inclined to give way in the least. Anybody 
who knows the Governor knows how much he-is in- 
clined to defer to others, especially others who are 
in office by the grace of his appointment. 
They 


also know what a hit the job holders make with the 
Governor when they set up opinions of their own 
that may be counter to those entertained by 
him. Marshall Hale resigned from tte Harbor Com- 
mission, it is understood, for the same reason that 
has caused the lowered temperature between Dwyer 
and the Governor. It is also understood that Dwyer 
controls the Commission, being able to convince 
Commissioner Williams on all questions that come 
up, but that he is not so successful with McCallum. 
However, with Williams'he has a majority. There 
have been rumors of changes in the board, as the 
members hold at the pleasure of the Governor, and 
it may be that Lieutenant-Governor Stephens will do 
the overt act and oust one of the present members 
as soon as he succeeds to the governorship. 
The 


plausible feature of these rumors is the need of a 
political bureau in this city by Stephens, and the 
general recognition of the Harbor Board as the 
proper place to plant it. The Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners is the seat of State politics in this city. 
It is surmised that this possibility is what is the 
matter with the Governor. It may have been hinted 
that some particular action is to be taken that will 
be inimical to the Governor or some of his proteges. 
If any such course has -been contemplated 
it is 


deemed to be. sufficient to lower the temperature be- 
tween the Governor and the Commissioner.. 
Koster Going East 
• 


One result of the recent election that was peculiar 


to San Francisco has attracted wider attention than 
there was any idea it would. It seems that while no 
other city in the United States has the acute labor 
conditions that San Francisco is under, all of them 
have their problems. They were watching the out- 
come of the contest over the anti-picketing ordin- 
ance. As appears now, there was a quite frank be- 
lief that the efforts to secure the passage of the 
ordinance would fail, as all such efforts had been 
futile in the past. When it succeeded a flood of cor- 
respondence poured in upon the Chamber of Com- 
merce as to how it was done. Particulars were de- 
sired as to organization and methods involved. As 
leadership is the big factor in all considerable move- 
ments, general interest was manifested in the man 
who conducted the "fight.". He seemed to be .re- 
garded as a personality of national note. That he 
had led to success in a labor controversy, disavowing 
hostility to organized labor and without the usual 
concomitant of violence that accompany labor con- 
troversies, seemed to stamp him as the man who 
had "shown the way," and other cities and bodies 
sought particulars and invited his presence. There 
have been so many such invitations 
and requests 


that, while he is unable to accede to them all or any 
considerable proportion of them, he has decided to 
go East, investigate trade and labor conditions in 
other centers, and so far as is readily possible, re- 
spond to the appeal for particulars as to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce's activities. President .Koster will 
depart not later than January 10, on a two-months' 
trip, visiting many of the greater Eastern cities, 
January 26 he will address the American Bankers' 


" , Association at New York, and early in February, the 


Foreign Trade Convention at Pittsburg. A few days 
later he will speak before the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce at Washington. These are the prin- 
cipal engagements, but he will undoubtedly address 
other commercial and civic bodies, and will familiar- 
ize himself with conditions generally. 
Grand Opera Coming 


San Francisco is to have a season of opera, begin- 


ning April 1. The Bracale Opera Company of Havana 
is coming. It is under the direction of Adolfo Bra- 
cale, one of the best known producers and conductors 
in European and Latin American countries. It was 
he who conceived the original idea of producing 
"Aida" in the shadow of the Pyramids, which has 
since been emulated by several companies, notably 
the one whose costumes and business were borrowed 
with the intent to produce the opera in Ewing Field, 
in August, when it rained and there was such bother 
over the insurance. Among the notable productions 
that are to be given is "Goyesta," written by Grana- 
daos and produced in New York last year, where it 
was a great success. 
Anna Fitziu, creator of the 


leading role of this opera, will appear here. At the 
close of its season its author sailed for home on the 
Lusitania, carrying his profits, which he had changed 
into gold. It is the reasonably attested story that 
his body was so weighted down with gold that he 
sank at once when the vessel met her historic fate. 
Another opera that is to be produced is "The Girl of 
the Golden West," which Californians ought to be in- 
terested in. The tenor, Hipolito Lazaro, is accounted 
the second best on the operatic stage, Caruso, of 
course, being the greatest. Madame Amelito Galli- 
Corci, coloraturo soprano, represented to have made 
a veritable sensation with the Chicago Opera Com- 
pany, is to be one of the stars. The company comes 
here direct and will play only in Los Angeles and San 
Fi'ancisco, when its season ends.

waste of time; good roses nre purchasable at such 
reasonable prices. 
The period from November to the 


end of March is the best In which to put in new roses. 


Plants thai, arrive f^om the dealer with a withered j 


appearance 
or 
have 
been kept too long unplnnted ; 


should be soaked an hour or more in water. 
Roses 


do well In a .soil a little heavier than ordinary, but it 
should be well enriched with old manure, and not too 
shady a location chosen. 


Roses give ltie best results when planted in good 


heavy soil. t« which may be added some good old 
stable manure, but It ought to bo well decayed.. Un- 
der no circumstances use FRESH or new manure. 
A f t e r the hole is atvout three-quarters filled with soil, 
give some water to settle the earth around the roots: 
then put the remaining soil Into thn hole. 
This Is 


usually enough water to give during the winter, pro- 
vided we have not a long, dry period: in that case the 
plants should get another watering at regular inter- 
vals. 
They will commence to bloom the first season 


after planting. In May and June, and If properly treated 
will give an abundance of 
(lowers the first season, 


After the blooms are past, cut the old flowers -off. 
This treatment Induces them to make new growth, 
from which will obtain the next crop. 
To aid them 


at that time, keep them freely watered, as by so doing 
the bloom may be carried along to December. 


Whatever other rule Is adopted w i t h regard to this 


operation, It must be remembered that on this coas't 


rose bushes must not go unpmned into -a new spring. 
All roses the first time after planting should be pruned 
severely, that is to say, they should be cut down to 
within three or four inches of the ground. 
Even in 


the case of strong-growing climbing varieties only the 
strongest shoot should be left more than one foot In 
length. 
Roses planted in the autumn should be pruned 


the following spring and If planted in the spring should 
bo pruned at the time oC planting. 


The general rule with all pruning, odd as it may 


sound, is to cut the strong, rapid growers but little 
und slow-growing varieties severely. 
AH dead and un- 


ripe shoots must be cut ulean away to the base whence 
they started. . In shortening the shoots always cut to 
an "eye" pointing away from the center of the plant. 


In thinning out a shoot it should be either cut clean 


away to the base of the plant, or to its starting point on 
the older shoots from which it springs, as the case may 
be. When the plant has been pruned the shoots should 
be left as nearly ns possible criul-dlstant frpm each 
other, and regularly arranged around It so that it pre- 
sents a well balanced appearance on all sides.. 


When pruning a' shoot it should always be cut to a 


dormant leaf bud, or "eye," as it Is called, pointing out- 
wards. 
In order to keep the plants in a healthy and 


vigorous condition, some, of the sh'oots .which are more 
than two years old should each year be removed to 
make room for younger and more vigorous growths. 


"With" climbers the frame work branches should be 


trained up against the wall in the shape of: a fan, not 
leaving more than three to- four, and these should be 
cut back severely the first two seasons to promote vigor 
and sturdiness of growth. In after years shorten in the 
laterals and thin put sufficiently to prevent overcrowd- 
ing, 
otherwise the plant will be a, mass of dead wood 


and twisted branches and its vigor will become seri- 
ously impaired. 


"When the roses have stopped blooming In the early 


summer, the faded buda should be cut and the plants 
should be given a light pruning, or, more correctly 
a pinching back, which will have the effect of making . 
them respond with a bounteous bloom -in the summer' 
and fall.

building was planned. 


The recommendation of Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 


Adoo that the proposal to erect an additional unit to the 
present building be abandoned and an entirely new and 
much larger postoffice be constructed, on a larger site, is 
therefore a commendable one. . Mr. McAdoo has taken 
this action with a personal knowledge of local conditions, 
which he inspected only a few months ago. 
He realizes 


lhat the destiny of this community is greater than the of- 
ficials of the federal government have generally suspected. 


It will be the better part of wisdom to endure without 


complaint the delay that will result from the change of 
plans in order to get the new postoffice.' 
The temporary 


additions to the present building can be made lo suffice un- 
til the new construction is completed. 
Furthermore, the 


government ought lo be able to make a deal whereby the 
new site and building will not entail a much greater ex- 
penditure lhan the proposed addition to the old building. 


Development of carrier delivery and sub-stations has 


tendered it far less important lhan formerly to have the 
postoffice located in the center of the business district, and 
consequently on the most expensive land. An entire block 


X>f land may be obtained reasonably near the present site 
for one-half or two-thirds the value of the expensive costly 
Broadway frontage, and the latter sold for business occu- 
pancy. 


Il is not likely that the authority to build the new post- 


office will be obtained from Congress at the present session, 
but there should be no difficulty in getting the necessary 
legislation through at the next regular session, which con- 
\enes a year hence. 
It will be good business to abandon 


the plans for an addition to the old building if by so doing 
the city can obtain a new poslofficc adequate to meet the 
demands of several years of future civic development.

REFORMS .IN CITY GOVERNMENT 
1 


Over 
650 municipalities in 
the 


United States have already adopted 
he commission, commission mana- 
ger, limited council or variations of 
heso new forms of government in 
he search for increased efficiency in 
he coiiduot of public affairs. 
This 


statement is vouched for by KquHy, 
the Philadelphia magazine devoted 
to governmental -improvements. Tho 
trend of tho experience of tho cities 
now operating under these -new forms 
is now presented for the first time in 
the current Issue of Equity as the re- 
sult of a nation-wide Investigation 
which it has conducted during the 
past year. 


In 1901 tho disastrous Galveston 


flood left that city prostrate, and the 
city' government was unable to cope 
with such a condition. The Governor 
appointed a commission and gave it 
extensive powers to meet the unusual 
situation. 
So well pleased were the 


citizens -with this concentrated form 
of government that they had it made 
permanent, and the city, government 
of Galveston soon attracted the at- 
tention of tho whole country and the 
plan began to spread to other cities. 


During1 that very period many of 


our cities we.re struggling to find some 
adequate E-jhstitutc for the existing 
system of government with its long- 
ballot, two -chambered councils and 
tho division of executive responsibil- 
ity" among numerous elective officials.

seeking greater efficiency, and after

rapidly to every part of the country. 


In thirty-four states them aro now 


general statutes authorizing cities to 
adopt now and Improved forms of 
government, the commisssion. form

twenty-seven states. .Most of these 
laws are defective in ono respect or 
another, and tho comparative an- 
alysts presented, by Equity furnishes 
the basia for legislative action by the 
forty-one states In which Legislatures 
are to meet In 1917. 


A questionaire was ^ent broadcast 


to municipal officials and others n 
all these cities, and also to various 
state officials and legislative refer- 
ence bureaus calling for the facts of

the people are able to understand 
that while they are getting greater 
efficiency of administration they thus 
remain In constant control of theli1 
government. 


"Out of tho 449 municipalities so 


far heard from, 896 of them have 
available to a greater or less extent 
tho Instruments of popular control 
(the Initiative, Referendum and Re- 
call). 
The 
authoritative 
reports 


which have been received from these 
municipalities show that only 138 of 
them havo made any use whatever of 
the Initiative, lleferendum and Re- 
call. 


"However, tho inference must not 


bo hastily drawn that the 252 munic- 
ipalities, which have so far never 
used the Initiative and Referendum 
or the Recall, have not been bene- 
ntted by their existence.
